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it was there, it feem’d as if it boil’d 5 which was occafi- 
on’d by the Air Babbles that endeavour’d to force their 
way out y affoon as the Aqna fortis had penetrated it to the 
fenfible part of the Skin, it caufeda Pain, which I endured 
a little while, and then I poured fome common Water on 
my Finger to weaken the Aquafortis y but quickly after 
the Thorn-like Particle was encreas’d, as before. I took 
the lecond time Aquafortis, and let it lye fo long on the 
Skin, that it fmarted more than it did before y and fince 
that time I have not perceived that Particle to grow any 
more. 

I have lying on my Desk a Linnen Handkerchief, which 
was ftain’d with Aqua fortis impregnated with Silver, with 
a black fpot about as large as a (hilling y after that this 
Handkerchief had been vvaftit 6 times, and laid to bleach, 
I cut out the black fpot, and burnt it upon a bit of Char¬ 
coal, and viewed what remain’d thro a Microfcope, which 
I found to confift of feveral Thoufand Globules of Silver, 
of an exceeding fmallnefs. 


III. A Letter from Dr W. Mufgrave, F. %. S. U 
Dr Hans Sloane, S. S. concerning Hydatides 
Voided by Stool. 

T Ho the Particulars, difcharg’d preternaturally -by 
Stool, have been of very different forts y and tho 
Hydatides have been found in feveral parts of the Body, 
and (as appears from a late Tranfa&ion), in the Urine ^ £ 
do not find they are, from any good Authority, affirm’d, 
to come off per amm, or to be found in the Dh&vs ali - 
.titentaris : An Inftance whereof, falling of late in my way, 
is here prefented to you. 
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In April laft, I was defired, together with my Friend, 
Dr C. of Tiverton, to fee a Woman of that Town, named 
Mrs Pear . She is about 30, of a tender Conftitution ; 
had an ill habit of Body, and about Candlemas laft a Fe¬ 
ver 3 which continuing near three weeks, was at length 
overcome by Teftaceous Powders, Alexipharmacs , but 
chiefly by the Cortex. 

In this Fever (he had fowr Vomitings, and a pain in 
her Stomach 3 which remain’d a long time, and, after the 
Fever, was accompanyed with a copious Salivation 3 with 
Wind, and pains in her flde, to a degree extraordinary 3 
under all which file labour’d to the time of my feeing her. 

About three weeks before my Vifit, file was feis’d with 
a Jaundice, and while taking Medicines ( Pilulas & De- 
coctuty leiericum Fulleri _) for that-Ill nefs, fhe brought off 
feveral Bladders, by Stool 3 and continued fo to do, fome- 
times every day, at other times once in two or three days, 
ever fince the firft difeharge of this kind, to the time of 
my Vifit. 

Thefe Bladders were of various fizes $ the leaft that 
came off, was of the bignefs of a great Pins head 3 the 
Iargtft, equal to a Pullets Egg: They were alfo of differ* 
ing Colours 3 Tome white, others more yellow’, from’ the 
Liquor contain’d in them, which was a fort of Geliy, 
like that of Harts horn, ting’d more or Iefs with Saffion. 

Before the Difeharge of thefe Bladders, there was (be¬ 
tides the Symptoms already mention’d) a Cold nefs, and 
Sicknefs at Stomach, almoift perpetual 3 with frequent In¬ 
clinations to Vomit, and Hyfteric Suffocations: Since that 
Difeharge thefe Symptoms are vani/ht, and fucceeded by a 
Sorenefs of the fame part, as if fomething had been torn 
there. 

The Bladders came off without pain 3 many of them 
whole and entire 3 one of which I faw about the bignefs 
of a large Gall, or Marble Stone : Others were broken, 
and appear’d not unlike the empty Skins of Corrants, 
Ooofeberries and Plums. On- 
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Only one Bladder came away by Vomiting, and that 
broken 5 bat, to all appearance, had been large almoft as 
a Goofe Egg. The Geliy thrown up with this Bladder , 
and which in all likelyhood had been contain’d in it, (be¬ 
fore it broke in coming up) was thicker, and more foetid, 
than was found in-any of the other Bladders. 

The number of thofe which came off by Stool, made 
feveral fcores. 

During the whole courfeof this Illnefs, the Patient was 
rather loofe than Coftive*, had no manner of Appetite, 
and feldom flept without an Opiat. 

1 found her much wafted in Flefh, with a dead pale 
Look 3 fucli as argued her to be very low. She had Stools 
of an unufual Smell, no way natural, and had vomited a 
great deal of cold Phlegm. 

She was very willing to think thefe Bladders c ame from 
her Stomach, and urg’d the following Reafons for her 
opinion 3 Firft, for that, had they been originally in the 
Bowels, in all likelyhood the Purges ( of which (he took 
many in the Jaundice') would, as fhe faid, have carried 
them off much fooner. Secondly, From the (almoft) con- 
ftant pain of her Stomach, and frequent inclination to Vo-* 
mit, ever fince her Fever, to the time of the Bladders be¬ 
ing Difcbarged. Thirdly, From the Rawnefs and Sore- 
nels of her Stomach, after the Bladders came off. 

This was her opinion, and thefe her Reafons for it 5 
and indeed, I think, they may be efteem’d fo far of force, 
as to prove. That feme, and perhaps a great number of 
thefe Bladders came from her Stomach. 

There was no appearance,in any one one of thefe Blad¬ 
ders, of fuch an Order of Parts, or Organs, as fhew’d 
them to be Infe&s 3 nor upon Examination was there any 
Animal difcern’d in the Liquot contain’d in them. Indeed, 
thefe Observations were made only by the naked Eye, (for 
we had not the opportunity of a Microlcope:)What Difeo- 
veries might have been made by a more ftrid Enquiry, 1 
cannot fay. The 
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The Medicines given, after I was call'd in, were chiefly 
of the Vulnerary and Digeftive kinds : That which did her 
ffloft fervice, (bat it was after the Bladders vyere come off) 
was a Tincture of Myrrh and Gentian , in large and frequent 
Dofes; and with a proper Vehicle: Under the ufe of this 
flight, but advantageous Medicine, from a very weak 
condition, Ihe recover’d an Appetite, &c. and is now 
perfectly well,

IV. A Letter from Mr John Thorpe, M. A. 0) Uni- 
verficy College in Oxford, to Dr Hans Sloane, 
§.%. S. concerning Worms in the Heads of Sheep, 
See. 

W ith this you receive the delineation of a Worm, 
found in differing the Head of a Sheep, in the 
Cells form’d between the Lamina of the Os frontis ; It is 
an Apode, and feems to be a fpecies of the EuU 5 tho 
much different from the common fort breeding in putrid 
Flefh. It is every where of a fair pale colour, excepting its 
Tail, which ends a little obliquely in a Plane 3 on which 
are imprefs’d two remarkable black fpots, ( as in Fig. 8. ) 
Befides two fmall white comical#, its Head is arm’d with 
a pair of black, fharp, and crooked forcipes, which, in 
contracting, and extending its Body, it draws in, and 
puts out at pleafure : With thefe it is, that in creeping it 
takes hold of the furface of the Body, on which it moves 3 
and draws it felf forward on pretty large, protuberant, 
and fbmewhat flattifh toruli, fewer in number than thole 
on its Back, ( vide Fig. 9. ) which alternately fwell’d and 
relax’d, feem inftruraental to its motion, and fupply the
